Another out-of-town 
development for Ely? 


MAMMOTH plans are being 
drawn up to build another 
out-of-town leisure and 
retail development in Ely. 

Ely News can reveal that 
Cambridge-based develop¬ 
ment company, Cambridge 
Property Group, wants to 
built a multi-million pound 
scheme on land off the 
Downham Road A10 Bypass. 

Bosses at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) 
say they are “surprised” by 
the announcement and that it 
is the first they have heard 
about the proposals. 

But the company says it has 
been in discussion with 
“many relevant interests” and 
that the major plans will be 
submitted in the spring. 

According to the firm, the 
proposals will include build¬ 
ing a six-screen multiplex cin¬ 
ema, a variety of retail units 
and a swimming pool and lei¬ 
sure village on the land. 

But the company is also 
hoping that Tesco could be 
swayed to build a new store 
there instead of on the pro¬ 
posed Octagon Park develop¬ 
ment in Angel Drove. 

A spokesman for the firm 
said: “We are pleased to make 
this announcement following 
initial support from so many

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relevant interests. We are 
continuing to have discus¬ 
sions as we finalise our excit¬ 
ing plans. 

“The site is best located to 
serve Ely’s future needs, in 
particular its ambitious hous¬ 
ing growth to the north. 

“It will deliver a comprehen¬ 
sive solution accommodating 
many requirements in one 
place that the city needs. 

“These include the multi¬ 
plex cinema, leisure village 
and facilitating Tesco’s relo¬ 
cation, thus freeing up the 
Station Gateway redevelop¬ 
ment.” 

Existing sports and football 
facilities on the land would be 
“extended and enhanced 
nearby”, according to the 
spokesman. 

He said: “We will be bring¬ 
ing our proposals forward 
early in the spring. 

“We are confident that they 
will be seen as the best and 
most effective package of lei¬ 
sure, sporting and retail facil¬ 
ities to help Ely flourish and 
grow.”

Plans are currently under¬ 
way for another out-of-town 
development - Octagon Park 
- to be built in the south of the 
city in Angel Drove. 

The scheme, submitted by 
Healy Investments Ltd, has 
been in the pipeline for years 
and is currently in the hands 
of planners at the district 
council. 

The proposals, which have 
proved to be extremely con¬ 
troversial to date, involve 
building a new, larger Tesco 
store in Angel Drove, as well 
as a petrol station, a DIY store, 
a restaurant, six retail units, a 
hotel, pub and offices. 

Speaking about Cambridge 
Property Group’s announce¬ 
ment, lohn Hill, chief execu¬ 
tive at ECDC, said: “As the 
major landowner at this site, 
we are very surprised to read 
this statement as we are at an 
advanced stage with our pre¬ 
ferred developer to bring a 
multiplex cinema there. 

“We have not held any talks 
with the Cambridge Property 
Group regarding their plans 
nor received any planning 
application for a food store on 
the land the authority owns at 
this location.” 

Nobody from Tesco was 
available to comment.

US-style restaurant 
in former Boathouse 


AN American-style steakhouse and 
grill is just weeks away from opening 
its doors in Ely. 

Steve and Jo Haslam, who own The 
Cutter, in Waterside, bought The 
Boathouse - one of the city’s most 
exquisite restaurants located just a 
stone’s throw away - last autumn. 

The Boathouse’s former owners, 
Cambscuisine, put the restaurant on 
the market in early 2013 after running 
it for eight years. 

Speaking to Ely News at the time, Mr 
and Mrs Haslam, who run seven pub/ 
restaurants under the name TLC Inns, 
said they would be announcing “excit¬ 
ing” plans for The Boathouse in the 
early New Year. 

And now it has been revealed that 
the venue is to be transformed into an 
American-style steakhouse and grill, 
serving dishes such as steaks, ribs and 
burgers. 

The restaurant will be called Grand 
Central Ely. Around £250,000 is being 
spent on the refurbishment and all 
staff who were employed at The 
Boathouse will keep their jobs. 
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Mr Haslam, who has run The Cutter 
for around seven years, said: “We’re 
extremely excited about this and judg¬ 
ing by the feedback we’ve received 
already, so are local people. 

“Ely has a fantastic eating out scene 
now compared to what it had a few 
years ago when, to be honest, the 
majority of people went 
out of town to dine. 

“But the majority of 
restaurants are pubs or 
Italian eateries. 

“We felt there was a 
huge gap in the market 
for an American-style 
grill which doesn’t just 
serve your pizzas and 
pastas but steaks, burg¬ 
ers, ribs and shrimps. 

“We have a Grand 
Central restaurant in 
Basildon and it has gone 
down an absolute storm there. We’re 
confident it will be just as popular in 


Ely. 

“The Boathouse closed its doors on 
Sunday and the builders have now 
moved in. 

“The refurb is costing around 
£250,000 and is expected to take 
around six weeks so we hope to open 
Grand Central Ely’s doors by the end 
of February. The place will be totally 
unrecognisable.” 

Mr Haslam said all eight staff 
employed at The Boathouse 
have kept their jobs and that 
the revamp will create 
around 15 new ones. 

He said: “We want 
Grand Central Ely to 
be a place where not 
only families can 
come and enjoy great 
food but also a little 
bit of a party venue 
where groups can come 
and have a good time. 
“Our aim is to make it that 
place which Ely’s stunning 
Riverside has really been crying out 
for for some time.”

SOHAM’S eagerly-awaited new primary school threw 
its doors open this week. 

After years of planning and building work, The 
Shade Primary School welcomed its first clutch of 
pupils on Tuesday. 

The school, which is being run by the Staploe 
Education Trust, has been operating out of a 
temporary building at the town’s Weatheralls Primary 
School since last September. 

The school, which takes Soham’s total number of 
primary schools to three, is currently catering for 32 
Reception-aged children, split into two classes. 

Lisa Gregory, who is head of The Shade and Kennett 
Primary School, also operated by the trust, said: “I 
can’t explain how amazing it is to have moved into 
The Shade. 

“We’ve been at The Weatheralls for a few months 
which has been great as it really enabled the children 
to settle in. 

“They were so excited to move into the new 
building, as were we. It’s stunning and it’s fantastic to 
be teaching and learning in such state-of-the-art 
surroundings.” 

The multi-million pound new facilities, built to 
provide places for the ever-increasing number of 
primary school children in East Cambridgeshire, will 
accept another class of children in September, and 
every year on from then. 

Miss Gregory was the former assistant head teacher 
at Soham’s St Andrew’s Primary School.

CONSERVATIVES have been 
rocked by bombshell claims 
that the wrong candidate was 
announced as the winner of a 
parliamentary selection pri¬ 
mary. 

The real winner of last 
month’s vote to find a pro¬ 
spective MP in South East 
Cambridgeshire was busi¬ 
nesswoman Heidi Allen, not 
barrister Lucy Frazer, activ¬ 
ists have claimed. 

A meeting of the local party 
has been called for Friday to 
decide whether to confirm Ms 
Frazer as the candidate to 
succeed retiring Sir fim Paice. 

The complaints focus on 
allegations that ballots for Ms 
Allen were incorrectly allo¬ 
cated to Ms Frazer, according 
to two sources. 

The News has been told that 
in the, third, final round of 
voting between the pair, a pile 
of 25 votes was marked as 
being for Ms Frazer, when in 
fact only the top two papers 
were - with the rest being for 
Ms Allen. 

Ms Frazer was subsequently 
announced as the winner 
and, while the numbers were 
not announced at the prima¬ 
ry, the News understands this 
was on a margin of 84 to 48. 

If 23 of Ms Frazer’s votes 


were actually due to Ms Allen, 
Ms Allen would have won by 
71 to 61. 

It is thought the alleged 
error was discovered after an 
activist who took the ballot 
papers home from the prima¬ 
ry decided to recount them. 

A letter to local members 
from association president 
Brian Ashton, seen by the 
News, said: “Although the 
original count took place in 
the normal way and was wit¬ 
nessed by others, during the 
following week unsubstan- 
tiatable suggestions were 
made to officers that the bal¬ 
lot result announced at that 
meeting was incorrect. 

“Given that no-one else was 
present when the ballot 
papers were recounted, your 
officers are not able to verify 
beyond doubt the validity of 
these claims.” 

Ms Frazer’s victory sur¬ 
prised some members 


because Ms Allen allegedly 
received in excess of 60 votes 
during the first two rounds of 
voting, when Charlotte Vere 
and Paul Bristowe were elimi¬ 
nated from contention. 

One member, who asked not 
to be named, said: “We have 
no option but to declare the 
result null and void, and to 
start again. It is the only right 
thing to do.” 

Local and national party 
officials have not commented 
on the specific allegations 
but, in a sign of how seriously 
they are being taken, Friday’s 
meeting will be attended by 
national nominating officer 
Paul Mabbutt and head of 
candidates Gareth Fox. 

A Conservative Party 
spokesman said: “This is an 
internal party matter which is 
currently being investigated.”

A PROJECT which sees a three- 
times European karate champion 
helping young people fight the 
problem of bullying is celebrating 
its first anniversary.

The college hosted 
an independent eval¬ 
uation team from 
EMB-X, who carried 
out an assessment of 
its performance 
against the IiP 
framework in strate¬ 
gic planning, leader¬ 
ship and manage¬ 
ment, culture and 
communications, 
developing people 
and performance 
improvement in 
December. 

According to the 
report, 187 of the 196 
requirements were 
met, which is more 
than the 165 needed 
to meet the Gold 
award.

Latest crash 
sparks fresh 
safety calls 


A HORRIFIC car accident on 
the A142 Soham Bypass has 
sparked fresh calls for a new 
roundabout to be built on 
the “treacherous” route. 

It was on Boxing Day that 
eight people were involved in 
a three-vehicle collision at 
the junction near to where 
the old garden centre used to 
be. 

Thankfully, nobody was 
killed in the collision, 
although many did suffer 
injuries. 

But residents say “enough is 
enough” and are demanding 
that a new roundabout - or 
more than one - is built on the 
bypass, which has claimed 
numerous lives over the 
years. 

Rachel Parker, of Hasse 
Road, Soham, said: “Yet again 
there is another serious acci¬ 
dent on the A142 where at 
least one other life could have 
easily been lost. 

“There are accident after 
accident and there have been 
so many fatalities over the 
years but still there are no 
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talks of us getting another 
roundabout. 

“We need at least one new 
roundabout between the 
Fordham Road roundabout 
and the one at The Shade - 
that’s the only way we’re 
going to slow drivers down 
and stop these accidents from 
happening on this treacher¬ 
ous road.” 

Lesley Macer, of Queensway, 
Soham, has been calling for 
the A142 to be made safer ever 
since her daughter suffered 
horrendous life changing 
injuries in a car accident on 
the route. 

Samantha Cracknell was 
38-years-old when she was 
involved in a two-vehicle col¬ 
lision on the bypass in fuly 
2009. 

The mum-of-three, whose 
children were all in the car at 
the time, suffered multiple 
injuries and as a result now 
lives at a specialist care home 
in Doddington, where she 
requires 24-hour care. 


Lesley, 60, says at least one 
new roundabout is needed. 
She said: “How many more 
accidents must happen 
before the council decides 
this stretch of road needs at 
least one roundabout? 

“I live close to the bypass 
and I can hear the accelera¬ 
tion of some of the traffic 
speeding between the round¬ 
abouts at either end. 

“The council needs to do 
something to make the 
bypass safer before someone 
else is killed or seriously 
injured like my Samantha.” 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: “We 
are happy to consider repre¬ 
sentations from people about 
improving the safety of 
Cambridgeshire’s roads 
which could be implemented 
from the resources available 
to the authority. 

“There is also the ability for 
local organisations such as 
parish or town councils to 
make a financial contribu¬ 
tion to any agreed changes to 
a road’s layout.” 


Shoplifting campaign results in six arrests 


SIX people were caught shop¬ 
lifting in Ely during a special 
police crackdown. 

Cambridgeshire Consta¬ 
bulary ran the Operation 
Wicket campaign throughout 
December in a bid to clamp 
down on shoplifting in the 
run up to Christmas. 

Shoplifting in the city has 


always been an issue, partic¬ 
ularly during the festive peri¬ 
od. 

Sgt Will Davis, who is based 
in Ely, said: “Extra resources 
were on foot on identified 
days and times where offenc¬ 
es have spiked in the past. 

“We worked with the shop¬ 
keepers and the local CCTV 


throughout the month. 

“I can confirm that we had a 
total of six offences, all of 
which resulted in prosecu¬ 
tions. 

“This is a very low figure 
compared to previous years 
where we average in the mid 
twenties.”

No more bland statements 

OH to eavesdrop on our Post Office Regional 
Network Manager’s annual performance 
review; will she be praised for bland 
statements about our Post Office situation (Ely 
News the last two editions) or brought to task 
for allowing the current situation to develop? I 
suspect the former but I recognise that Julia 
Marwood is a product of the weak 
management culture that is all too evident in 
state-run organisations where action seems 
low down on the list but they are all working 
hard making bland statements. 

Perhaps the Ely News could run a competition 
with our local primary schools, a valuable 
educational project which would produce 
realistic solutions within two weeks. How 
about the Post Office taking up this challenge 
as well? 

The suggestion that a local retailer could take 
on the post office is ludicrous given that it has 
been established that the convenience store is 


not large enough. 

Presumably the management have walked 
around Ely and seen that it is one of the bigger 
local shops! I cannot see our local national 
retailers giving over space for a post office as it 
would not fit in with their business plans. 

The suggestion that two retailers each have a 
smaller post office goes against improving the 
service - we used to have a post office with 
seven counter positions and smaller offices 
such as the One Stop Shop; services were 
supposed to improve by having the central 
post office and more staff! 

We are told that at some stage we need another 
six week public consultation - we don’t. All 
indications are that the people of Ely identified 
the need for a proper Post Office on one of the 
empty shops; it simply needs the management 
to have a day trip and identify which one is 
most suitable. 

The problem is that the Post Office does not 
want to spend the money on this solution and 
so the people of Ely will continue to use the 
‘temporary’ car park office. I hope the council 
are charging full business rates as well as a 
steadily increasing rent on this prime site to 
encourage the Post Office to move to 
permanent premises. 

The bland statement about having the largest 
modernisation investment programme in its 
history has also appeared in national press 
adverts but it does not seem to be benefiting 
Ely. On a nostalgic note, our old post office 
always reminded me of my local office when I 
was a boy in a northern town in the fifties - the 
display of items for sale seemed very much the 
same so modernisation is needed!

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Founder 
of Spartan 
Race quits 
over lies 


A FOUNDER of one of 
the country’s tough¬ 
est obstacle courses 
has resigned - after 
lying about passing 
out as a Royal 
Marines officer. 

Spartan Race UK 
co-founder Richard 
Lee, who lives just 
outside Ely, has apol¬ 
ogised after he con¬ 
tinually claimed to be 
a former Royal 
Marines officer from 
the Commando 
Training Centre 
(CTC) in Lympstone. 

Mr Lee, 31, had 
made the false claims 
after the Cambridge 
Spartan Sprint, held 
at Carver Barracks, 
near Saffron Walden, 
in August. 

The former licensee 
and operator of 
Spartan Races, who 
resigned on New 
Year’s Eve, admitted 
that he underwent 
Young Officer 

Training at CTC but 
did not finish. 

The lies prompted 
an angry response

from former service¬ 
men who revealed the 
truth on the Facebook 
page, The Walter 
Mitty Hunters Club 
HQ - an organisation 
which investigates 
people who falsely 
claim they served in 
the Armed Forces. 

A spokesman for the 
group said: “People 
like Lee insult the 
hard work and repu¬ 
tation of our armed 
forces. They use lies 
to gain advantage 
from the inspecting 
and by doing so give a 
misleading impres¬ 
sion.” 

Mr Lee, who grew 
up in Stretham and 
went to King’s Ely, 
said: “I was wrong, I 
am sorry, and I want 
to apologise for the 
fact that I publicised 
that I had passed out 
as a Royal Marines 
Commando Officer.” 

Mr Lee said he went 
through selection to 


become a Young 
Officer in the Royal 
Marines in 2006 and 
started training the 
next year. 

He added that dur¬ 
ing his 18-month 
course, in 2008, he 
broke his kneecap 
and when he returned 
to CTCRM, a medical 
officer determined 
that he was unfit to 
continue his training. 

Mr Lee said: “This 
was a huge blow, as 
even from a young 
age, I was inspired by 
family members who 
were in the Royal 
Marines. 

“I have the utmost 
respect for members 
of the military, and 
even during my own 
time training, I felt a 
huge sense of accom¬ 
plishment.” 

Joe De Sena, found¬ 
er and CEO of Spartan 
Race, confirmed that 
he and Mr Lee con¬ 
cluded that the “only 
honourable thing” for 
him to do was to 
resign.

Local Vets, The Isle Veterinary Centre have introduced an important new vaccine for a 
distressing disease in dogs called Canine leptospirosis. Previous vaccines were only able 
to protect dogs against two known strains of the disease but new strains of infection, 
not covered by conventional vaccines, are now being seen. The new vaccine provided by 
vets at Isle Vets will now protect dogs against four strains of leptospirosis giving a much 
broader defence against the rise of this potentially fatal disease. 

Vet Rosanne Smith explains, “The Leptospirosis bacteria are passed in the urine of 
rats or other rodents which may carry the infection. The bacteria survive particularly well 
in damp environments such as ponds and slow moving watercourses where rats may be 
commonly found.” Rosanne continues, “There is a significant rat population in the UK, 
and additionally the shift in disease that appears to be occurring means that the risk may 
be more widespread than previously thought. The new vaccine now provides important 
protection against the most common strains affecting dogs in UK and Mainland Europe.” 

Vets have become increasingly concerned that a number of dog owners have fallen 
behind with vaccination against common infectious diseases in the UK. Rosanne confirms, 
“We need to get the message through to all owners as unfortunately there are still a large 
number of dogs which have never been vaccinated or whose vaccinations have lapsed. 
Significant outbreaks of disease have already been seen in some parts of the country 
when levels of immunity fall below those that control disease spread and so it is vitally 
important not to become complacent about vaccinating your dog.” Rosanne continues, 
“Vaccination is only part of the preventive health picture, if dogs are missing vaccination 
boosters they are also losing out on the opportunity for general health checks which are 
extremely valuable in spotting health problems at an early stage where treatment is 
possible.” 

“As vets we are trained to help sick and injured animals but preventive care has to be 
the best care and regular vaccinations and health checks are by far the best way an owner 
can actively help their dog’s long term health.” says Rosanne.

STEEPED in history and architec¬ 
turally stunning, Ely Cathedral is 
one of the most famous buildings 
in the land. 

But 2013 saw it making headlines 
across the world in what many 
would describe as its most success¬ 
ful year to date. 

The cathedral, known as the Ship 
of the Fens because of the way it 
towers above the surrounding 
landscape, always has an action- 
packed programme of activities 
and events, whether that be the 
annual Wood Green pet service 
(complete with alpacas), talks by 
famous authors or concerts by 
musicians from across the globe. 

But it was in April that the cathe¬ 
dral was at the centre of a media 
frenzy bigger than anyone could 
have ever imagined. 

Global movie giant Warner Bros 
chose to film scenes for its next big 
blockbuster, Jupiter Ascending, 
there. 

It might have been the sixth time 
that Ely was used as a location for a 
movie, with The King’s Speech, 
Elizabeth: The Golden Age, The 
Other Boleyn Girl, The Other Man 
and a recent Bollywood film also 
shot at the city’s historic cathedral. 

But the fact that Hollywood 
actress Mila Kunis and actor 
Channing Tatum star in the film 
saw movie fans from far and wide 
flocking to the cathedral to try and 
catch a glimpse of them. 

To this day it is not known wheth¬ 
er either of them were present at the 
cathedral, which has been nomi¬

nated as the best film and TV loca¬ 
tion in the East of England in the 
past. The film is due to be released 
in the spring. 

The month of June was just as 
hectic for the cathedral’s army of 
staff and volunteers. 

Not only did England footballer 
Darren Bent and his model bride, 
Kirsty Maclaren, choose to get mar¬ 
ried there, but thousands of people 
also descended on the cathedral for 
its hugely anticipated flower festi¬ 
val. 

Former Huntingdon-based 
Darren, a 29-year-old striker who 
played for Aston Villa and is now on 
loan to Fulham, married Kirsty on 
June J5. 

The J25 guests at the private cer¬ 
emony heard a gospel choir per¬ 
forming songs including All Things 
Bright and Beautiful and Amazing 
Grace. 

The flower festival was held from 
June 20 to June 23. 

Visitors’ jaws dropped as they 
entered the medieval building to 
see it jam-packed with stunning 
flower displays and striking floral 
structures. 

And as they ventured further 
inside and realised there was a 


water-filled stream running 
through the centre of the cathedral, 
people understood the festival was 
something special. 

In September, film crews were at 
the cathedral again for the grand 
final of BBC Two’s The Choir: Sing 
While You Work. 

Choirmaster Gareth Malone OBE 
and the cathedral’s choristers 
joined forces for an evening of cho¬ 
ral celebration to find out which of 
the three competing finalists would 
be crowned best workplace choir. 

When it came to Christmas cele¬ 
brations, to describe the cathedral 
as festive would be an understate¬ 
ment. 

Not only did it take more than 
2,000 baubles to decorate the mas¬ 
terpiece tree but thousands of peo¬ 
ple also attended a huge Christmas 
Gift and Food Fair at the cathedral. 

Among the highlights of the 
Christmas music programme were 
the Winter Wonderland concert, 
which featured performances by 
the cathedral’s choirs, the Ely Imps 
and Pat Brandon and his jazz band. 

And on December 20, rock legend 
and classical musician Ian 
Anderson performed the Christmas 
Jethro Tull.

Come and fix 
our boiler, 
family plead 


A FAMILY has been enduring 
a ‘freezing cold house’ for the 
past two months because the 
housing association has not 
repaired their boiler. 

Diane Binks, 46, says she 
first reported that her boiler 
was broken to Sanctuary 
Housing in early November. 

But two months later and 
her three-bedroom home in 
Berristead Close, Wilburton, 
where she has lived for more 
than 20 years, is still freezing. 

Diane, who lives at the 
property with her son, 
Michael, 25, and daughter, 
Mellissa, 19, said: “It’s 
unbearable - we can’t live like 
it any longer. 

“The house is freezing cold. 
We’re wearing layer upon 
layer of clothing to try and 
keep warm - even in bed - but 
it’s still cold then. 

“We’ve all had nasty chest 
infections and can’t shrug 
them off and I believe that’s 
because the house is so, so 
cold.” 

Diane says Sanctuary has 
sent workmen out on numer¬ 
ous occasions since the issue 
was first reported but that 
they have not been able to

properly repair the boiler. 

She said: “Sanctuary’s ser¬ 
vice has been appalling. 

“Half the workmen who 
have come out have admitted 
they don’t really know what 
they’re doing and none of 
them have been able to repair 
the boiler, hence we still have 
no heating. 

“We’ve been using the coal 
fire to try and heat the rooms 
up and the immersion heater 
so that we have hot water but 
that’s meant my bills have 
rocketed. 

“In the mean time 
Sanctuary are still demand¬ 
ing the same rent and that’s 
not on. Things are hard 
enough at the moment as 
they are. 

“It also horrifies me to think 
that this could be happening 
to an elderly or vulnerable 
resident who lives by them¬ 
selves. 

“I’ve been on the phone to 
Sanctuary every single day 
since the boiler broke - some¬ 
times even two or three 


times. 

“If someone rings them and 
just assumes that they’re 
going to deal with the issue 
they could freeze to death 
waiting. 

“We’ve had enough now. We 
had a rotten Christmas as it 
was so cold that we couldn’t 
have any other family over to 
stay. We just want the boiler 
to be fixed - how hard can it 
be?” 

Nick Hill, Sanctuary’s 
national consultancy servic¬ 
es manager, apologised for 
the delay and speaking to Ely 
News on New Year’s Eve said 
an engineer would be visiting 
the home that day. 

He said: “We are very sorry 
for the length of time it’s 
taken to repair Mrs Binks’ oil 
fired central heating. We have 
visited several times and 
tried to repair the boiler, but 
it hasn’t solved the problem. 

“We have arranged for an 
engineer to visit today to fully 
assess the situation. 

“I will be following this up 
personally to ensure Mrs 
Binks has her heating fixed or 
replaced at the very earliest 
opportunity.” 


East Cambs makes ‘top 50’ list 


EAST Cambridgeshire has been 
voted one of the most desirable 
places to live in the UK. 

The annual Halifax quality of life 
survey looks at a wide range of 
factors such as health and life 
expectancy, crime rates, weather, 
employment and the performance 
of local schools.

The 80 per cent employment 
rate in Hart is also significantly 
above the national average of 71 
per cent, while typical weekly 
earnings in Hart at £843 are 
more than one-third higher than 
the national average of £616.

WHY BUY ANYWHERE ELSE 
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Warning 
over Child 
Benefit 
payments 

PARENTS are being urged to 
act now rather than face fines 
over Child Benefit payments. 

Under new rules introduced 
last year, around 1.1 million 
families containing one adult 
earning more than £50,000 
during the 2012/13 tax year 
must repay part of their child 
benefit, while those earning 
more than £60,000 need to 
repay it completely. 

The payments are declared 
by the high earner registering 
for Self Assessment and 
completing a tax return. 

Val Lloyd, a partner at 
TaxAssist Accountants in Ely, 
said: “For many families this 
will be the first time they have 
ever had to file tax returns and 
it is vital they don’t get caught 
out. 

“They only have until 
January 31 to file their tax 
return electronically and it 
could take up to 10 days just 
to register for online access if 
this is their first time filing. 

“Anyone missing the 
deadline will be hit with an 
automatic £100 fine, with 
further penalties reaching 
£1,600 for those who file 
more than a year late.” 

It is speculated that 461,000 
families have already opted 
out of receiving Child Benefit 
as a result of the changes. 


Joy as dog lost in floods is 
found after six-day search 



A DOG owner has been 
reunited with his belov¬ 
ed pet - almost a week 
after she went missing in 
flood water. 

Bradley Davis feared he 
would never see his 
4-year-old Labrador, 
Mey, again. 

But thanks to an 
around-the-clock search 
party - and possibly the 
power of Mey’s nose - he 
and his gundog are now 
side-by-side again. 

It was at around 6am on 
New Year’s Eve that Mey 
vanished. 

Bradley, who lives in 
Guildford, Surrey, was 
staying at the Lamb and 
Flag public house in 
Welney when she ran 
into flood water on the 
notorious A1101 Welney 
Wash Road. 

Within moments, Mey 
had vanished. 

Despite being a strong 
swimmer, she vanished 
from sight. 

It wasn’t until Sunday - 
six days later - that Mey 
was found by some wild- 
fowlers - in almost exact¬ 
ly the spot where she 
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went missing. 

Bradley said: “It’s all 
very confusing but we’ve 
got her back and that’s 
the main thing. 

“I never thought I’d see 
her again, that’s for sure. 

“She literally vanished. 
She ran into the flood 
water and was nowhere 
to be seen. 

“She’s a gundog so she’s 
used to water and I 
thought she’d just swim 
back but she didn’t. 

“We searched high and 
low for her and before we 
knew it Mey was at the 
centre of what was a 
major search operation. 

“Myself, fellow wild- 
fowlers, dog wardens, 
dog walkers, RSPB war¬ 
dens and even the police 
all helped out with the 
search but still we 
couldn’t find her.” 

Reluctantly, Bradley 
had to leave Welney at 
the weekend to return to 
Guildford for work. 

He said: “It was really 
tough. Anybody who 
loves their dog knows 


how much they mean to 
you so leaving there not 
knowing what had hap¬ 
pened to her was awful. 

“I then received a phone 
call on the Sunday to say 
that she had been found. 

“Some wildfowlers had 
found her clinging to a 
log in the water almost 
exactly where she had 
gone missing. 

“She was howling loud¬ 
ly which is what got their 
attention. 

“They scooped her up, 
called me and I travelled 
back to Welney that day 
to get her. 

“None of us know what 
exactly happened to Mey 
that day. I don’t suppose 
we will ever know. 

“She was very weak and 
you can tell she’s been 
through a bit of an ordeal 
but she’s coming round 
and settling back in fine. 

“I’d like to thank each 
and every person who 
went out of their way to 
help us find Mey. 

“The help and support 
we received was amazing 
and we cannot thank 
everyone enough.”

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‘Don’t burn your 
Christmas tree’ 

IF your Christmas tree is still lying around, 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue is urging you 
not to burn it. 

The service says burning the branches on open 
fires or wood burning stoves is dangerous. 

A spokesman said: “Burning any kind of wood, 
other than that which is specifically meant to go 
on your fire, can be very dangerous and this 
includes Christmas trees. 

“Fir trees and all types of Christmas trees 
shouldn’t be burnt as the sap can turn into 
creosote, which is like tar and which could easily 
catch fire inside the chimney. 

“Christmas trees were probably only felled a 
maximum of two months ago, added to which 
you may have been watering it to keep it alive, 
meaning it is not nearly dry enough to be burnt. 

“Burning your tree just isn’t the safe option.” 

Christmas trees can be recycled in the usual 
way that garden waste is in East 
Cambridgeshire.

Graham Stagg, chief fire officer at 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “Although our crewing 
levels were significantly impacted, we 
were able to use our own operationally 
trained managers and on-call fire¬ 
fighters to crew fire engines during the 


strike period. 

“Whilst our day-to-day services were 
severely disrupted by the strikes, the 
commitment of our on-call, support 
and operational managers ensured we 
were able to fulfil our legal duty to pro¬ 
vide a fire and rescue service. 

“Our thanks goes out to the commu¬ 
nity for taking extra care and putting 
safety at the forefront of their minds. 

“We would also like to thank the 
family and friends of the staff crewing 
appliances for the sacrifices they have 
made over the holiday period to ensure 


the ongoing safety of the residents of 
Cambridgeshire.” 

The incidents which occurred during 
the New Year’s Eve strike included a 
fire in an electrical junction box at the 
Thousand Guineas Service station on 
the A14 eastbound near Newmarket. 

Crews were also called to a tree fire 
on Church Road in Stapleford and 
there were three incidents in the 
Peterborough area and a false alarm at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital.

“My mum was a teaching 
assistant and a child minder, 
so I grew up in Gloucestershire 
with lots of children in the 
house. I was going to be a 
headteacher and that was 
that.” 

As soon as she could grasp a 
piece of chalk, Sam was busy 
playing ‘classrooms’, bossing 
her two sisters around. “They 
would sit down and basically 
do as they were told!” she 
laughs. 

Encouraged to follow her 
dreams by her childhood 
sweetheart Philip (now her 
husband), Sam studied hard, 
and took her first teaching 
job at a primary school in 
High Wycombe. The role was 
everything she had hoped 
for. “I loved being in the 
classroom. I loved watching 
every child develop, progress 
and move forward. Education 
quickly became my life.” 

Climbing the career ladder, 
she took on more and more 
responsibility, becoming 
head of various subjects, 
from design and technology 
to science. “I was really quite 
young to be in such positions, 
but it was great; I enjoyed the 
challenge.” 

Looking to set up his own 
business, Philip decided to 
return to Cambridge, where he 
had studied computer science. 
“Cambridge was obviously 


the place for computing, it 
being the ‘Silicon Valley’ of 
England, so we moved this 
way,” Sam tells me. 

Taking a job at a primary 
school in Littleport, the 
20-something teacher was in 
her element. “I was a literacy 
leader there, so spent most of 
my six week holiday setting up 
the school’s first ever library, 
and before long I got sent 
away on a leadership course to 
Nottingham.” 

When the deputy head 
left the school, Sam was 
first choice to take onaco- 
deputy headship, which she 
wholeheartedly embraced. 

“I did that for a year and 
enjoyed it,” she recalls. “But 
it was stressful and a lot of 
hard work; I’d work a long day, 
then often be marking well 
into the evening or reading 
educational documents at 
home.” 

Sam was becoming a 
workaholic; something she 
can now see, but was quite 
oblivious to at the time. “My 
job had become my whole life. 
My poor husband; it’s horrible 
to say, but it wasn’t like we 


were married because my life 
was work. I wasn’t bothered 
about having children because 
I believed in my heart of hearts 
that I had 240 or so children 
in my life every day, and they 
would be my world.” 

However, all that changed 
one dark, stormy night, just 
before Christmas 2010. Sam 
picks up the story: “I had been 
in a really stressful Ofsted 
meeting. It was late, I was 
shattered, and I was coming 
home down a bendy road from 
Littleport to Little Downham 
in my pride and joy; my new 
red MX5.1 loved that car,” 
she smiles, before turning 
more serious. “It was raining 
hard and there was mud on 
the road. I hit the mud and 
lost control of the steering, 
and that was it. I remember 
praying ‘please God, don’t 
let me die’. I felt something 
smash my head, and I don’t 
remember anything else.” 

What had happened was 
Sam’s car had left the road, 
flipped over twice and ended 
up in a field, stopping just 
inches from a tree. A motorist 
had witnessed the accident, 
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and ran to her aid. 

“The next thing I knew 
there was a guy kicking the 
door of my car. I remember 
thinking, ‘why the heck is he 
doing that to my lovely car?’ 

I was a bit dazed and really 
had no idea what was going 
on,” she explains. 

Sam managed to drag 
herself out of the gnarled 
wreckage, but failing to grasp 
the gravity of the incident, 
was initially more concerned 
about retrieving her laptop 
from the car. “I was so 
concerned that someone 
might steal it, but then I 
turned round and saw my car 
and realised how bad it was. 
Then I felt quite shaken up. It 
was completely smashed up 
at the front, smashed at the 
back and the soft top was all 
squashed in; I just burst out 
crying at that point.” 

Paramedics were soon 
at the roadside. “The 
ambulance man came over 
and said ‘madam, I think we 
need to take you in and check 
you over’ and I just collapsed 
on to the road,” Sam recalls. 

She woke at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, wired up to 
machines, having spent time 
in intensive care. “I didn’t 
have a clue what was going 
on. I was just lying there 
dazed, wondering what had 
happened,” she remembers. 

Miraculously, apart 
from sustaining injuries 
from the seatbelt on crash 
impact and suffering 
with headaches, Sam was 
otherwise unscathed. 

Within a week, she was back 
in the classroom, though 
admits that the crash had 
dramatically changed how 
she felt about her job. “I knew 
I needed to get back to work 
and be a teacher again, but it 
didn’t feel the same anymore. 
Everything felt so wrong. I 
remember turning to one of 
my colleagues one day and 
saying ‘why am I here?’ and 
they said ‘because you’re a 
damn good teacher’, but my 


heart wasn’t in it.” 

The final straw came in 
yet another Ofsted meeting, 
Sam explains: “There was 
a woman ranting on about 
data, and I just thought ‘why 
am I wasting my life sat 
here?’ Then I collapsed.” 

It’s thought that Sam 
may have been suffering 
from post-traumatic stress 
disorder or simply job- 
related stress. Whatever the 
cause, she knew it was time 
to reassess her life. And the 
impending six-week summer 
break gave her plenty of time 
to mull over her plans. 

“I have always loved 
baking and when I was little 
my gran used to have this 
trolley of delights, which had 
the most amazing cakes on 
it; her shortbread caramel 
slice was amazing!” she 
smiles. “She always dreamed 
of being a baker but then 
the war came and she ended 
up, ironically, becoming a 
teacher, then an accountant. 
So I thought it would be 
lovely for me to achieve the 
dream for her.” 

Buoyed by her friends’ 
favourable reactions to her 
oven-baked goodies, Sam 
spent six weeks perfecting 
her vanilla frosting, and 
trying out various flavours of 
cupcakes and fairycakes on a 
team of willing tasters. 

And with husband Philip 
fully behind her sweet new 
venture, by October 2011, 
Fairy Cake Friends was in 
business. 

“Philip said he just wanted 
me to do something that 
made me happy. He says 
I’m a different person now; 
happier, more relaxed. I enjoy 
my new job so much,” she 
beams, looking every bit as 
relaxed as she maintains. 
“Basically, I’m back to the 
person I think he knew pre¬ 
education, if truthful.” 

Two years on Fairy Cake 
Friends is enjoying great 
success, due in large part to 
Facebook. “It’s amazing how 


much business I have got 
that way. I’ve also been really 
lucky to be able to stock 
my cakes locally at Chellies 
Beauty FX in Fittleport, 
Haddenham Galleries, and 
they’ll be stocked at Tittle 
Downham shop, which I’m 
really excited about,” Sam 
enthuses. 

As well as baking 
fabulously festive mulled 
wine cupcakes, mince pie 
sponges and zesty lemon 
sprinkled treats, alongside 
some seriously challenging 
commissions (dartboard or 
replica theatre cake anyone?), 
there’s been something else 
cooking in the proverbial 
oven. Sam and Philip’s son 
Daniel was born on February 
4th. 

“Though I’d always told 
myself that the school 
children were enough for me, 
after the accident I realised 
that life was so short and that 
actually I would like a family. 

I can’t tell you how much 
we love being a mum and 
dad. Our family is everything 
now,” Sam beams. 

Christmas is a time for 
reflection, and having just 
spent their first Christmas 
together, the Wise family 
look back on that accident in 
2010, and are thankful for the 
changes it brought about. 

“It definitely made me 
reassess everything, it really 
did,” Sam reflects. “The fact 
I’m still here. People have 
died on that road; it has 
taken lives and I’m very lucky 
to still be here and walk away 
from it with nothing wrong. 
I’m very, very lucky and I’m 
glad it made me change 
everything. I’m so much 
happier now, I love what I’m 
doing and having Daniel 
has been a big part of that 
change.”

WHEN Hollywood remakes 
a critically acclaimed foreign 
film, the original director more 
often than not stands by as 
their work is re-interpreted - 
sometimes beyond recognition 
- by another filmmaker. 

Occasionally, though, the 
same creative force takes the 
helm for both versions. 

French-Canadian filmmaker 
Ken Scott charmed critics 
and audiences with his 
bittersweet comedy 
Starbuck. He remains in 
the director's chair for 
this brasher remake which 
transplants the action from 
Montreal to the mean streets 
of Manhattan. 

In most other respects 
Delivery Man is the identical 
twin of its predecessor, 
repeating scenes virtually 
word for word in an effort to 
recreate the winning formula. 

Vince Vaughn plays David 
Wozniak, a delivery truck 
driver for the family meat 
business run by his Polish 
immigrant father, Mikolaj 
(Andrzej Blumenfeld). 

David is deep in debt 
and repeatedly lets down 
his brothers Victor (Simon 
Delaney) and Aleksy (Bobby 
Moynihan), as well as his 



girlfriend Emma (Cobie 
Smulders) who is expecting 
their first child. 

Out of the blue, David 
learns that frequent 
donations to a sperm bank 
in his student days have 
resulted in the birth of 533 
children. Of those, 142 have 
launched a class action to 
force the fertility clinic to 
reveal the identity of the man 
they know only as Starbuck. 

David turns to lawyer pal 
Brett (Chris Pratt) to keep 
the records sealed. However, 
matters become complicated 
when he visits some of his 
children including a busker 
called Adam (Dave Patten), 


an aspiring actor Josh (Jack 
Reynor) and a down on her 
luck salesgirl called Kristen 
(Britt Robertson). 

Delivery Man is a 
surprisingly touching second 
helping that remains true to 
the heartfelt intentions of the 
original film. 

Vaughn is likeable 
throughout but there's a 
lack of on-screen chemistry 
with Smulders. Pratt is 
hysterical as a single father 
stumbling blindly through 
legal loopholes while Patten, 
Robertson, Reynor and co 
deliver spirited performances 
as youngsters searching for 
the man who gave them life.

Stumped 

for ideas? 


STUMPERIES may be a throwback to a bygone age, 
but - perhaps thanks to the current trend for all 
things retro - they could once again command a 
place in the British garden, creating a cornucopia 
of planting opportunities and providing a haven for 
wildlife. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw 
anyway, pictured right,who 
has been scaling the country 
in search of examples of these 
Victorian features, similar to 
rock gardens but created from 
upturned stumps, logs, roots 
and pieces of bark, originally 
designed to display the spoils of 
intrepid Victorian plant hunters. 

In the course of his own travels 
for BBC2's Great British Garden 
Revival, Beardshaw visited the 
home of the first UK stumpery at Biddulph Grange 
in Staffordshire, as well as the most famous 
stumpery in the country, that of The Prince of 
Wales in the grounds of Highgrove House. 

"Stumperies were the original vehicles that really 
excited people about ferns," Beardshaw enthuses. 
"Their development coincided not only with an 
amazing array of exotic ferns coming into the UK 


from around the world but also the realisation of 
how ferns propagated themselves." 

A stumpery is essentially a collection of roots 
from hardwood trees that have been grubbed 
out of the ground, originally as a result of land 
cleared from estates. As informal native woodland 
was pulled up or repositioned, 
huge roots were left lying 
around which could be used 
as a framework in shady 
woodland areas. It made use 
of architectural and dramatic 
timber which was decaying, 
interplanted with ferns and other 
shade-loving plants and bulbs. 

So, if you're feeling inspired, 
how do you create a stumpery in 
your own garden? 

You'll need to plant them in 
shade, Beardshaw advises, either 
under a hedge or under a tree, or in the shade of 
a building. 

“You are replicating the forest floor. Before we 
became too polite and tidy, a woodland would 
have been a complex mix of young plants, mature 
plants and a lot of rotting material and it's this 
rotting underlayer that we are really exploiting. 

“Think of a stumpery as a marriage between the

more formal parts of the garden and the wilder 
areas or the wilder landscape that surrounds it. 

It's that wonderful union of the two. Piling logs or 
stumps or branches is very good for hedgehogs 
and beneficial for insects and reptiles. 

"Today you can be as adventurous as you wish," 
adds Beardshaw. "You can use one stump or 
hundreds of stumps. The rotting timber replicates 
the native woodland - rich in organic matter, with 
moisture-retentive soils and the stumps create lots 
of cracks and crevices in which ferns can excel." 

Hardwoods such as oak, sweet chestnut and 
beech are the best to use because they take longer 
to rot, although Beardshaw has used conifers for 
stumperies. 

"Stumperies can be really surreal places and 
are great when associated with ponds and water 
gardens, underplanted with hostas and astilbes as 
well as carnivorous plants." 

To make a stumpery look natural, you need to 
bury two-thirds of it in the ground. 


“The root plate should be lying on its side so that 
the trunk of the tree is also on its side and in doing 
that you are really replicating a windblown tree, 
where the plate is standing vertically rather than 
horizontally across the ground. 

"That means that you can create little crevices 
and divots around the plants and it's into those 
little spaces that you can plant. 

"Use ferns as the mainstay and then you can 
interplant with many winter bulbs such as winter 
aconites, snowdrops and species daffodils and 
scilla. 

"Then you can include typical woodland dwellers 
like epimediums, uvularia and hostas. 

It's about creating a framework. A stumpery isn't 
just for spring or summer months, it's great for 
having that continuation of bulbs flowering before 
the tree canopy opens up, so early spring bulbs are 
very rich."

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Find lOOOs of cars locally 


www.elyweeklynews.co.uk 


In-car FM radio gets 

reprieve (thank goodness!) 



DAB RADIO: Technical glitches and take-up delays have consigned it to the back burner 


THE Government has 
delayed switching off FM 
transmitters in favour of 
digital radio. 

The move comes as the 
Government admits more 
needs to be done to con¬ 
vince radio users to switch 
to DAB digital radio 
instead of sticking with 
FM. 

Ed Vaizey, the 
Communications Minister, 
said: “We have to support 
digital radio, but we also 
respect people’s passion 
for radio and not being 
made to do something they 
don’t want to.” 

At present, digital radio 
accounts for about a third 
(36.5 per cent) of all radio 
listening, but take up has 
been lower among car 
drivers used to FM. The 
Government has said that 


until digital radio listening 
accounts for more than 
half of all radio listeners it 
cannot justify switching 
off the FM transmitters. 

Many car companies now 
offer DAB digital radio as 
standard or an option in its 


cars and they are working 
with the Government to 
reach a workable solution. 
It’s hoped half of all new 
cars sold in 2014 will be fit¬ 
ted with DAB digital radio. 

However, millions of 
older cars do not have digi¬ 


tal radio fitted and it’s esti¬ 
mated 95 per cent of all 
cars on UK roads do not 
have digital access. All cars 
with a radio can be con¬ 
verted to receive digital 
stations with the use of an 
adapter.

Redbridge 
fall as run 
carries on 


STEVE Fallon was in bullish mood after 
seeing his Soham Town Rangers team 
demolish Redbridge at a rain-soaked 
Julius Martin Lane.
